Harrodsburg. Ky. July 5.-(Special)- 
Jol.n Liliard, Gt). for fifteen years an 
invalid, died late last night, according 
tj his own prediction, made repeatedly 
within the la^t month. 

He was a charter member of the 
first enmntory built in CSndnnati, and 
according ts positive instructions given 
his two stanch friends, H. C. Wood 
and Janus T. Cook and which they 
promised him on the day preceding his 
death to carry put. his body was sent 
to Cincinnati for Incineration. 

Mr. Cook went to bring tiw ashes 
baclcinaaom. One day next week 
he will praeeed to comply with a pro- 
mise made Liliard, to carry the ashes 
to the mouth of Dix and Kentucky 
Rivers at the spot where the waters of 
the two rivers mingle, which is insight 
ol and a few hundred yards above 
High Bridge. A few friends have 'jc2B 
asked to attend this ceremony which 
will not be accompanied with any form 
of religious rites. 

Mr, LiUard was an eeeeattie bachelor 
afflicted by paralysis and his death 
hastened by locomotor ataxia. 

He was a reporter for the Courier- 
Journal in Louisville during 1870 to 
1874, after whicli he was for years a 
traveling salesman and known to drug- 
gists in every State in the Union. He 
was a eoUeetor of wide repute and left 
some rare specimens <tf arduMological 
aiid art wonders. 

The death of Mr. UUaid haa leealled 

to mfaid an incident which occnred the 

the day upon which his mother iiassed 
away. His father, Benjamin Liliard, 
quite an aged man at the time, was so 
overcome at sight of his wife laid out 
in a shrcud that he remarked to the 
friends assembled, "She's dead, and I 
believe I'll die and go with hsr."and 
laid himself down upon the bed and 
died in a few minutes. Their bodies 
were buried at the same time and in 
one grave in the cemetery in this city, 
n^aratbe y had ahrsys lived.

Caring for the consumptive at 
is always fraught with great danger; 
in the early stages danger to the pa- 
tient himself, in the later stages dan- 
gsr to tha otter ■isshsra of As f an- 
ily. Ia a few e aa ss, bowavar, dream- 
stances are sadi that the home ap- 
pears to have advantages, when con- 
sidered from the patient's point of 
view, which are not easily overbal- 
anced by the danger to the rest of the 
household. 

In these easss, when the observance 
af proper psacaatiaaa can ba depended 
open it in qnite penaiBBMs ta cava for 
them in the hone. 

Every beginning case of tuberculo- 
sis should have the benefit of a few 
months' sanitarium treatment, and this 
for its educational advantages more 
than for anything else. In a good san- 
itariom the intelligent patient learns 
jast how to care beat for lumsalf, the 
dangers to avoid, aad the aacsssity 
of good food, fiesh sir and regular 
rest. 

He also learns how to care for his 
sputum so that danger to others is re- 
duced to the minimum. After such a 
training, he should be able to have 
things arranged in any home, so that 
his enre will progress without infect- 
ing ths other assssbars of tha faauly. 

lUierealoato hi the second and third 
stage is nearly hopeless, so far as the 
cure to the patient is concerned; and 
although nothing should be left un- 
done that might better his condition, 
the main thought should be how to 
prevent the infection of others. 

Karl de Schweinitz, secretary cf tha 
Pemuiylvania society for tha pravan- 
tion of tabercalests, givas tha fsOow- 
ing instradioas fsr the cava of Urn sick 
room occupied by such invslids: 

"Make the cnnsumptive's sick room 
germ proof and you ^will do much to 
stos the spread of the disease. See 

I that everything in the room is wash- 
able—even the furniture. Uae wooden 
or cans seatad chairs ami aa snamel- 

I led metal bed with a hair matttass. 

I Have washable rugs instead of car- 

j pets Carpets collect dirt and germs. 

; The curtains should also ba cf .aiaiH 
pie washable materi<kl. 

"Boil the patient's eating utensils 
after each meal. Leftover food should 
be bant— Mt ifhrsB ovaa to tha cat 
or dog. 

"If possible, change a bedridden pa- 
tient's sheets daily; blankets every 
month if protected by a spread; if not 
protected, every week. Before washing 
the sheets, boil them half an hour. Ex- 
pose the blanketS'to sunlight daily for 
before cleaning them. Siagflf 



paper napkins for the patient's spu- 
tum. After use these staoold be pot 
hitoapaperbagaadbarat. VsrdMn- 
ing and disinfecting nsa onfiaary lye. 

"If the patient is able to walkabout, 
see that every room he occupies is as 
open as possible. A cunsumptive 
should not make the dining room or 
kitchen his living room. Children 
should not be allowed in the sick room. 

Tuberculosis is most often spread 
through ladt of pcocaMiaB hi the 
home. GiiOM froai the f onsnmptive, 
unless care is taken, infect both the 
house and those who live in it. There- 
fore, keep the sick room sanitary." 

Should these instructions be even 
fairly well carried out, the invalid can 
bs made eomfsitabls withoat danger to 
his family.
